However both RAP and FORC admitted at the March 16^ meeting that the terms of their 
MOU dated 11/4/14 were violated as HHWNC was never notified nor were the HHWNC stakeholders 
given the opportunity to hear the proposal at an open, publicly noticed meeting. This is the major issue 
for our board and it should be for David as well - in fact it appears that they did this intentionally (hope 
not, but that is how it appears) because they had a meeting a few months ago and asked us to post a 
notice of their (one of many) meetings on our website - which we did - as we do for everyone including 
the Assembly reps, DWP etc...- There was no agenda to that meeting but now they are claiming that 
that is where they “announced” the basketball court.
